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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2, 9,10-12 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ochs US Patent 4,636,771 . 

Ochs discloses a power line communication terminal and interface circuit 
comprising an interface section (Ci) comprising a bridging connection for a bi- 
directional communication path (10 power line), and an interface output connection, an 
impedance boosting section coupled to the impedance boosting circuit including a 
transformer tap output 28, and an access connection point coupled to the transformer 
point tap output. The impedance boosting section comprises a transformer winding (22 
24 26) with a winding tap 28. The circuit further comprises a tuning section (34 44 38 
40 connected to access connection point. The tuning section comprises a resistive 
network 40 and 44. The transformer 20 will inherently provide an impedance boost to 
the interface output connection. The method steps to the above disclosed apparatus 
are inherent. (Column 1 line 32-35, column 4, line 44 through column 5, line 15) 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-8, 13-17 and 21-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: With regards to claims 3-6 and 13-16, the prior art of record does not disclose 
or fairly teach the transformer winding comprising N1 turns above the winding tap and 
N2 turns below the winding tap, where N1 > N2. With regards to claims 7 and 1 7, the 
prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the interface section being a resistive 
interface section. With regards to claim 8, the prior art of record does not disclose or 
fairly teach the interface section being a resistive interface section comprising at least a 
first and second resistor in series. With regards to claim 20, the prior art of record does 
not disclose or fairly teach a tuning means for establishing at least one of a 
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predetermined return loss and tap value for the access connection point. With regards 
to claims 22-24, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach The impedance 
boost is commensurate with a preselected tap value ranging between -10dB and - 
30dB.
